NE of the curiosities of the present repara- 


tions situation is the hostile excitement of 


French business interests over the proposal of 
Herr Stresemann to abolish the eight-hour day 
in Germany and put German industry to work 
on a ten-hour basis. It is another one of the 
signs that every so'of ten points the suspicion 
that France is not interested in reparations so 
much as in crippling and ruining Germany. 


If the French were eager for reparations 


first it would seem they should w'elcome a Ger- 
man proposal to work harder and longer, pro- 
ducing more. Germany can only pay by the 
output of her industrial machine. She can get 
gold or goods for her requirements only by 
pushing the machine at its best gait. The more 
they produce the more there will be to apply on 
her debt to France and Belgium. It is true that 
this will have something of an adverse effect 
on business of the rest of the world, by increas- 
ing competition and perhaps by lowering prices, 
just as now that the mark has practically lost 
value. Germany is flooding the world with her 
manufactures at prices other countries can not 
meet. A ten-hour day in Germany might make 
the situation somewhat more difficult for non- 
German nations than it now is. 


But France probably has suffered least' 


from cheap German goods, because she is not 
an exporting country in any line that competes 
with Germany. The greatest sufferers are Great 
Britain and the United States, who are export- 
ers of manufactures on a great scale. Obvious- 
ly France is not bothered by the effect on Brit- 
ain—her whole policy has been to get at her 
oivn. ends in her own way regardless of her 
allies. 


It is difficult to dodge the suspicion that in 


opposing this proposal of 
Stresemann's the 


French would prevent German recovery. 
It 


seems not unreasonable, also, to suppose that 
in^opposing this, the most difficult perhaps of 
all the proposed regulations which Stresemann 
would install to get Germany back on her feet, 
the'French expect to make his task more con- 
fused and harder, perhaps impossible. Such a 
course might well fit in with a hope that the* 
German republic may fail, and Germany fall 
apart into independent — and weak —' states 
without a common policy or bond of union.

who 


t'harge that the whole problem of what we call 
"the high cost of living" has grown out of ad- 
vertising. They go so far as to assert that 
eventually advertising will have to be prohibit- 
ed. It is their theory that living is getting be-- 
vond income, because, through advertising, the 
Public has been taught to regard as necessities 
hundreds of articles which have been put on the 
market as the result of advertising, and which 
could have found favor in no other way. 


The merchant who has to decide for him- 


self the question of advertising cannot escape 
the meaning of this argument.' Advertising 
fcas so broadened the market as to make pos- 
sible the present vast mercantile establishment 
°f the country and to sustain its prosperity. 
There seems to be no question that were ad- 
vertising discontinued half of the stores of the 
United States would be out of business within 
a year. Excepting only staple foods and cloth- 
"ig, there would be no substantial business. 
New articles could not be popularized.
